FOREWORD  The  increase  in  size,  beauty  and 
prolificness  of  cannas  has  been  so  rapid  as  to  make 
them  absolutely  the  best  bedding  plant  there  is. 

They  will  produce  more  bloom  in  greater  variety 
and  of  more  surpassing  beauty  than  any  other 
plant  that  is  grown  and  with  less  cost  and  care. 

This  increase  has  been  done  by  many  experi- 
menters and  it  means  many  new  varieties  with  their 
accompanying  duplicates  and  others  so  close  to  old 
ones  as  to  be  almost  indistinguishable. 

New  cannas  claimed  as  especially  meritorious, 
are  examined  or  tested  at  La  Granja,  our  experi- 
ment farm.  If  poorer  than  others,  the  name  may 
be  retained  but  stock  goes  into  the  scrap  heap. 
If  different  or  better  in  any  respect,  it  is  re- 
tained. 

REPLACEMENT  If  the  new  canna  is  similar 
to  an  old  one  or  old  group  in  height,  leaf,  habit 
of  growth,  color  and  character  of  flower  but  bet- 
ter in  prolificness,  substance  or  size  of  flower,  or 
some  characteristic  which  makes  it  better  than  the 
old  but  does  not  distinctly  differentiate  it  from 
the  old,  the  old  one  or  group  is  gradually  sold  out 
and  the  new  and  better  but  not  distinctly  different 
one,  is  substituted  for  the  old. 

EXAMPLE  Thus  Parthenope  is  an  old  canna 
with  green  leaf,  growing  5 to  6 feet  high,  with 
scarlet  red  orchid  flower  but  with  petals  of  such 
poor  substance  that  they  hang  down  and  wilt 
quickly.  Atalanta  was  same  in  every  way  but 
had  better  substance  in  petals  and  was  a more 
sturdy  grower.  Then  Joliet  improved  on  Atalanta 
in  brilliance  of  color  and  shape  of  flower.  Mrs. 
Karl  Kelsey  was  a further  improvement  and  Mrs. 
Kate  Grey  a still  further  improvement.  All  of 
these  have  now  been  sold  out  save  Mrs.  Kate 
Grey  and  the  fine,  strong,  beautiful  Mrs.  Kate 
Grey  is  given  for  the  four  slightly  poorer  cannas 
when  these  are  wanted. 

A similar  rise  of  quality  is  found  in  Pennsyl- 
vania, Louisiana,  Prince  Wied,  New  Chicago,  Al- 
titude and  Uncle  Sam  which  instead  of  having  a 
scarlet  red  flower,  have  a crimson  red  flower. 

THE  BUYER  Ordering  Pennsylvania  gets  Uncle 
Sam  which  is  a plant  of  same  height,  color  of 
leaf  but  sturdier  in  growth,  with  a flower  of 
same  character  and  color  but  with  larger  petals 
of  better  substance.  He  gives  his  customer  the 
benefit  of  a careful  testing  out  to  select  the  best 
that  the  market  affords. 

HOW  DISTINGUISHED  The  most  improved  va- 
rieties which  are  the  only  ones  we  grow,  are  dis- 
tinguished by  being  printed  in  capitals;  the  others 
which  are  similar  but  not  so  good,  are  printed  in 
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TWO  LISTS  The  first  is  by  color  of  flower,  then 
by  character  of  flower  and  height  and  includes  a 
brief  description.  The  second  is  Alphabetical,  with 
color  of  flower  so  that  description  can  be  found. 

PRICES,  WHOLESALE  AND  RETAIL  The 
increased  costs  of  labor  and  everything  entering 
into  growing  have  forced  slight  advances,  though 
■n  the  case  of  this  business,  these  costs  have  been 


lowered  by  a larger  business  and  a better  utiliza- 
tion of  the  great  advantage  of  soil,  climate,  etc., 
found  in  this  Rio  Grande  Delta. 

Many  have  been  selling  cannas  for  10c  each  re- 
tail, $1.00  per  dozen;  where  this  still  seems  abso- 
lutely necessary,  we  suggest  that  it  be  confined  to 
the  mixed  cannas  and  that  named  varieties  be  sold 
at  15c  or  2 for  25c  for  the  cheaper  varieties  and 
rising  higher  for  the  very  fine  ones  and  with  the 
increased  demand  for  more  beauty  around  the  best 
homes,  we  believe  a full  description  perhaps  with 
a handsome  cut,  will  enable  you  to  sell  many  of 
the  really  wonderful  new  cannas  at  $1.00  each, 
$10.00  per  dozen  and  up. 

QUANTITIES  A half  dozen  sold  at  dozen  price, 
50  at  100  price  and  500  at  1000  price.  Where 
assorted  lot  of  not  less  than  5,000  are  wanted, 
you  can  make  not  less  than  250  of  a variety  and 
get  the  1000  prices.

CANNA  LIST  BY  COLOR  OF  FLOWER 

CLASSIFICATION  First  by  color  of  flower. 
Second  by  leaf  whether  green  or  bronze; 
Third  by  height;  Fourth  by  character  of  flowers 
in  which  there  are  two  main  varieties  tho  these 
melt  into  each  other. 

A.  Orchid  which  has  one  or  two  large  flowers 
opening  at  one  time  which  mature,  drop  off  and 
others  open. 

B.  Truss  where  the  individual  flowers  are 
smaller  but  more  open  at  one  time  making  a truss 
of  bloom  of  great  effectiveness. 

There  is  a third  class  of  foliage  cannas  where 
the  flower  is  inconspicuous  but  the  foliage  is  large 
and  fine. 

The  older  cannas  have  narrow  petals,  one-half  to 
one  inch  across  of  rather  flimsy  substance;  the 
later  and  higher  bred  cannas  have  broad,  rounded 
petals  of  strong  substance  standing  wind  well. 

GIVING  BETTER  FOR  POORER  As  already 
noted,  where  the  older  canna  differs  from  a newer 
one  only  in  quality  and  not  in  color  or  character 
of  flower  or  leaf  or  heighth,  we  have  dropped  the 
poorer  one  and  substitute  the  better.  The  ones 
dropped  are  in  small  type,  the  best  ones  kept  are 
in  CAPITALS.
